Mrs. Eddy w as one of the few 
to whom these things were accorded 
w hile she was still visib ly w ith us.

prayers had becom e us em pty words, 
“vain repetitions,’’ com ing from the 
lips instead of from tile heart. 
But 
through Christian Science they have 
learned to pray aright, aud now are

has been m anifested in

sick and savin g tile sinner. 
The w orld’s, progress in civilization. 
in so far as it em braces “Hie enduring, 
the good, aud the true" (S. & ll. 2»!1-4) 
is due to C hristianity, 
and, 
w ithout 
prayer. C hristianity is Inconceivable. 
Mankind in general, and even that 
portion of it w hich is accounted Chris­ 
tian, has little conception of tho part 
that Chrisitanly scientific prayer has 
taken in the betterm ent of hum an­ 
ity, and or what it is yet to accom ­ 
plish. 
Mrs. Eddy is by no m eans alone in 
the acknow ledgem ent of the pow er of 
prayer.

which d iscloses his recognition of a 
tact we should keep before us In our 
praying, that although God m ay not 
alw uys give us what we w ish, He does 
give us w hat w e need 
or, as Mrs. 
Eddy has so helpfully epitom ized it— 
“Divine 
Love 
alw ays 
has 
m et 
aud 
alw ays 
will 
m eet 
every 
human need." (S. & II. 494.) 
It would save us m any a pang of 
disappointm ent if we w ere to test our 
prayers by the little word “righ t” and 
its 
derivatives,— “Is 
th is 
prayer a 
righteous 
on e?” 
“Am 
I 
praying 
aright ?” are questions that should be 
applied to every prayer. May I give 
you a few passages worth rem em ­ 
bering tiiat bear directly upon the 
significance of the word "right” in 
connection with prayer? The first is 
from the Bible (Jam es 5:10). “The 
effectual fervent prayer of a righteous 
m an availeth much." The second I 
take from the text hook of Christian 
S cien ce (P. 200-12). “The exercise of 
the sentim ents 
hope, faith, love— is 
the prayer of the righteous. 
T his 
prayer, governed by Science instead 
of the senses, heals the sick." And 
again (S. & H. 2-5) "The desire which 
goes forth hungering after righteous­ 
n ess is blessed of our Father, and it 
does not return unto us void.” The 
third is chosen from Scotland’s b lith e­ 
som e singer, Robert Burns, who, in 
his “Cotter's Saturday N ight” truly 
sa y s,—-

I might go a step further and quote 
front Alexander 
Pope’s

they have been releasing them selves 
for a long tim e from the m istaken be­ 
liefs of earlier years and have been 
unconsciously accepting m any of thi; 
doctrines of Christian Science. 
The m an who feels 
his 
own

w orthiness, his own unfitness to at­ 
tain to a higher, better, and more 
spiritual life, has nothing to appre­ 
hend from Christian Science. 
It m akes no distinction, it im poses 
no restrictions, upon one m an or class 
o f m en m ore than upon another. The 
devout churchm an, Hie hardened sin­ 
ner, the incredulous agnostic, tho de­ 
graded and depraved, the sick and the 
w ell, alike are welcom ed to all it of­ 
fers. 
No man ever finds it closed against 
(lim because of his past record or 
early m isdeed!. 
W here there is an 
earn est desire to know God and to

accord with this knowledge 
there is alw ays an open door waiting 
in C hristian Science. 
It does not purude a m an’s past m is­ 
takes and present failures before his 
gaze or hang them like m illstones 
about his neck. 
It does not peer into the closets of 
any m an’s past, but opens wide tho 
door of present opportunity for doing 
good. 
It does not ask of the beginner how 
m uch of wrong have you done in tho 


of the envenom ed stuff into the gut 
ter, but that does not break the desire. 
Christian Science does not break the 
bottle, the m an him self is to do that, 
but it breaks the desire for the bottle, 
and this is true reform ation. 
W hat It Is T h a t Heals 
W hen the man who 
is 
healed

Christian S cience realizes that he has 
restored to him the b lessin gs of health 
tvnd happiness, usefulness and ability, 
those valued things that were so sore­ 
ly threatened, he 
is 
alm ost 
over­ 
whelmed by a 
surge 
of 
em otions. 
Amazement, curiosity, and a desire 
to understand are upperm ost. “W hat 
has done th is wonderful thing, and 
how can I g et hold of it?” are the in­ 
sistent questions he propounds: 
“I 
want this m arvelous power to help 
others; I know so m any people that 
need it badly and I want to carry it 
to them at once,” he earnestly de­ 
clares. 
This zeal is natural and com m enda­ 
ble, but, u nless it is tem pered with 
wisdom, it m ay be harm ful rather 
than helpful. To talk Christian S ci­ 
ence enthusiastically and indiscrim in­ 
ately wthout having lived it persist­ 
ently, is to invite opposition w here 
w e had hoped for acceptance* 
It 
produces prejudice instead of support, 
incredulity instead of belief. 
Much needless antagonism to Chris­ 
tian Science has arisen from the in­ 
discreet and intem perate assertion s 
by those exuberant ones w hose heal­ 
ing had seem ed to them such a w on­ 
derful thing that they could not com ­ 
prehend how any one could regard it 
differently, 
and 
hence 
they 
have 
talked Christian Science to alm ost 
any one w illing to stand still. W e 
m ust learn to choose our hearers as j 
well as our words. 
Answering, then, the eager question 
I 
that is uppermost in the mind of th e ! 
man who is turning to Christian S ci­ 
ence, “What is it that. does the heal- I 
ing?” let us say to him that it is tho ■ 
power of divine Mind practically ap- j 
plied to b eliefs about the human body j 
and to the affairs of men. 
Let. us as- j 
sure him, too, that, it is the influence 
of divine Love operating in human 
j 
consciousness. 
Does this satisfy him ? 
Does he quickly grasp the deep sig- i

Does he com prehend, even iii a de- j 
gree, the nature of God's love? N ot

Let us see what can he done to- | 
wards aiding the beginner to a b et­ 
ter understanding of the healing pow- j 
er of divine Mind.

M ind’s Control of Body 
j 
AU intelligent persons agree that a 
m an’s mind influences his body to a i 
greater or less degree, they only dif- j 
for about how far this m ental influ­ 
ence extends. 
All agree that ex ces - 1 
give worry, fear, anger, and other '■ 
m ental extrem es, are fam iliar ca u ses, 
of physical disorders. 
All will adm it, 
for exam ple, that a man may worry I 
him self sick. that excessive lear m ay I 
produce weakness, and that a violent I 
outburst of anger may cause p h ysi-| 
cal collapse. 
But bow far other form s 
of bodily derangem ents are to be a t­ 
tributed to m ental causes, authorities 
do not agree. 
Just where Hie vague 
line should be drawn which the doc­ 
tors say exists betw een mental and 
material causation is a m atter of d is­ 
pute am ong the doctors them selves. 
One school of m edicine m aintains that 
only so-called functional d iseases an* 
m entally 
produced, 
while 
another 
more progressive adm its that certain 
forms of elem entary organic disor­ 
ders may have a mental origin. 
Here Christian Science enters the 
arena and boldly declares that the 
human mind is to lie held account­ 
able for every discordant condition 
of the body; not only in cases w here 
Us action is direct and apparept, as 
la those just named, but where its , 
operations are rem ote and obscure I 
and are only discernible by those I 
trained in tho study of m ental ca u sa -1 
tion. 
Then arises a throng of questions ; 
by the beginner, typical ones being; I 
“How about the sickn ess of an infant 
whose mind is undeveloped;” or “How 
can a m an’s mind be the cause of his 
pain when 
he has sw allow ed 
som e­ 
thing in his food that he did not know 
was harm ful?” 
It is not the mind of 
any one individual that causes the 
m ischief, hut th e m inds of all m ortals 
mortal mind, in other words. 
It is 
this mortal m ind which haH decreed 
that certain physical effects will fol­ 
low certain cau ses. 
It is this m or­ 
tal mind that has laid down m any of 
these trouble-m aking law s about the 
physical body and the m aterial world 
where it claim s to have com plete con­ 
trol. 
It holds its subjects in a grip of 
Iron, and sickness, pain, d istress, sor­ 
row, and m isery are the results. It is 
a dictator, a tryout, a despot, aud the 
human body is its obedient servant. 
Yet It may be stripped of all its a s­ 
sumed power and aggressiven ess, and 
be reduced to nothingness. 
Christian Science is revealing that
